JEALOUS MAN'S MAD ACT, 


Johnstown Carpenter Kills Girl He Could 


Xot Win and Then Took His Own Life. 


JOHNSTOWN, April 20 —Crazed by a 


passion that amounted almost to in- 
sanity and realizing that be could nev- 
er win the girl he loved, Robert Long, 
a carpenter in the employ of W. J. 
Rose & Sons, of this city, Saturday 
night, in his despair shot and killed 
Emma Foust, of Seanor, who 
for 


months had been his sweetheart, but 
who lately had grown tired of his af- 
fections, then turned the still smoking 
weapon upon himself, shooting again 
with fatal effect. 


Long was in love with Miss Foust 


and for some months after the two met 
the girl seemed to return his affec- 
tions, but later she gave him to under- 
stand that she could never be more to 
him than a friend. This seemed to 
madden Long and on several occasions 
he said to friends: "If I don't get Em- 
ma no other man ever will." 


Saturday night Long went to Seanor 


to see Miss Foust, He arrived at the 
girl's house about 9 o'clock. For an 
hour the two chatted on matters 
which will never be known. It was 
10:1!> o'clock when the parents of Miss 
Fjust were aroused from their slum- 
bers by a shot. There was another shot 
and the door of the old peop'e's bed- 
room was opaned by Emma. The girl 
was staggering and as she entered 
the room she exclaimed, "I am shot," 
and then fell dead on the floor. 


After shooting Miss Foust Long 


stepped out on the back porch and 
fired a shot into his brain. He died 
iastantly. Both the girl and Long 
were well known and highly respected. 
The dead girl was 21 years of age and 
Long's age was S3 years. 


Although almost heartbroken the 


mother of Long's victim had not a 
word of condemnation against the 
murderer. "I would wish that his soul 
is with God," was all she said and this 
sbe repeated over and over again. 


Mrs William Weyant, of Sehells- 


burg, is a sister of the murdered 
woman. 


NEW LAWS. 


Bills Recently Signed by Governor Fennr- 


packer. 


Governor Pennypacker has signed a 


bill to provide for the commitment of 
persons habitually addicted to the use 
of alcoholic drink or intoxicating drugs 
to a hospital or asylum on petition to 
the court of two relatives or friends of 
the alleged drrnkard. 
Before such 


person is admitted Into the institution 
payment must have been made or se- 
curity given to the authorities for his 
board, care and treatment, and to in- 
demnify them from all cost and ex- 
pense. No person shall be kept in re- 
straint for more than one year and all 
commitments under the act are review- 
able by habeas corpus proceedings at 
any time. 


The governor also signed the bills al- 


lowing justices of the peace S3 per 
year for taking care of the ballot-boxes 
left in their custody; increasing the 
ply of clerks to election boards from 
83 to S3 50 a day; requiring election 
watchers to be residents of the dis- 
trict ir division withjn which they act. 
The following bills also recgiygd execu- 
tive approval; 


Providing for the publication of or- 


ders or rules made by courts in coon- 
Dies having a population of less than 
300,000 for sale by the county commis- 
sioners to lawyers at a cost of $3 per 
copy. 


To prevent the plaintiff in a civil 


suit from suffering ft roluntary non- 
suit ia case of a sealed verdict, unless 
such non-suit shall be specially allow- 
ed by the court for cause shown. 


Grouting a division of public records 


.n connection witb. the state library 
for the preservation of all public rec- 
ords not in current use. 


Making it the duty of school direct- 


ors, trustees or other persons having 
control of any school or college build- 
ng to adopt and immediately put, into 
operation a modern method and sys- 
,em of disinfection for school or college 
buildings 


Appropriating $32,500 for the erec- 


,ion of tablets or monuments to mark 
he position on the Antietam battle 
field of the Pennsylvania commands. 


Appropriating $200,000 in aid of 


,ownshlp high schools. 


Designating the manner in which no.

ate act of March 8, 1S95.

Editors and publishers from ever a 
hundred cities and towns were present 
to arrange for the presentation to Gov- 
ernor Pennypacker of reasons why the 
notorious bill should not receive his ap- 
proval. The hearing before Governor 
Penuypaeker, which was held on Tues- 
day in the hall o< the house of repre- 
sentatives, was the most impressive in 
numbers and talent the capital city has 
ever witnessed. Charles Emory Smith, 
editor of the PhiladelphiaPress, Thom- 
as V. Cooper, editor of the Media 
American, and Attorney Cyrus G Derr, 
of Beading,spoke against the infamous 
measure and Richard C. Dale and Alex- 
ander Simpson, prominent Philadel- 
phia lawyers,made speeches in favor of 
the monstrosity.

•aised by the sea along that rocky 
shore. To die at sea and be committed 
to the waves seemed quite as natural 
to this race of hardy sailors as it was 
with landsmen, great and small, to 
died and be buried on the shore. But 
a change came with the advent oi 
Henry Steers; he seemed to grasp at a 
single glance the whole science of 
naval architecture. 
In the city ol 


Baltimore a race of ships was born, 
whose beauty and speed attracted the 
attention of the whole marine world. 
The lines of an old-time Baltimore 
clipper, through the beauty of naval 
architecture, also taught men the lines 
where speed lay. The change was a 
grand solution; five and six knots an 
hour was considered fair speed for a 
good ship; the Baltimore clipper made 
from twelve to fifteen knots; thus the 
vessel's saving of time upon the ocean 
was almost incalculable and became 
so evident to sailing men that the old 
washtnb shape of a Dnteh galliotte no 
longer plowed the sea and the new 
creations dominated everywhere. 


It is more than half a hundred years 


since the Americus brought the Queen's 
Cup to this aide of the Atlantic and 
here it has remained, notwithstanding 
all the trials to regain it, and here it 
will remain if money, genius and hon- 
est competition can retain it. 


The season has been remarkable; 


New York has never before seen such 
an abundant and delightful show. It 
is confined to no particular class of 
flowers; roses, pinks, azaleas, tulips, 
violets,chrysanthemums and hyacinths 
meet you everywhere. 
A few years 


ago eight or nine establishments furn- 
ished all the flowers required by the 
city. There are now three thousand, 
all of them doing a flourishing busi- 
ness, and the aggregate receipts are 
over a million of dollars. One of the 
cheerful features of this flower trade 
is that while they bring joy and hap- 
piness to the bridegroom and bride 
and send them off on their bridal tour 
with many a God-speeds, in an hour 
from the departure of the happy turtle 
doves these flowers may be found in 
our hospitals on the beds of the sick 
and the dying to brighten the gloom 
as they pass through the valley of the 
shadow of death. 


There is an evident desire among 


our eminent politicians for a general 
amnesty and peace and for the coming 
together with a good old harmony of 
other days where dissension and dis- 
cord left the purest and very best men 
of the party miserable wrecks upon a 
rocky shore. It's an evil day for any 
party when its worst men are placed 
in the most prominent positions. One 
of the great curses of our system is the 
persistent adoration of the golden calf. 
In every land since creation's dawn 
there have baen and must ba high 
standards of virtue. But these high 
standards must be linked with courage 
that faces danger without a murmur 
and is ready to die for God and the 
right. It is to the coming generation 
that we must look for the nation's 
future happiness. Our children must 
be taught obedience- at home and love 
of a virtuous life. The phenomenal 
fortunes of the 
present hour are 


fraught with danger; they point toward 
a despotism of wealth. Better return 
to the iron coin of Sparta than to still 
go forward in the aggregation of silver 
and gold. Nature has been abundant 
io. its gifts. Let us be thankful, look- 
ing toward a higher standard and a 
better day, and to our beloved country 
we say, "Forward, March!"

To 


me it seems intelligible only as the 
avenue and vestibule to another life." 


These words from the losing chap- 


ter of "Progress aid Poverty" were 
discussed Sunday e»' ning by Herbert 
S. Bigelow, pastor of the Vine Street 
Congregational church, Cincinnati, ID 
a sermon on the Meaning of Life, 


"As an original thinker in the field 


of political economy, Henry George is 
well koown," said Mr. Bigelow. '-But 
the service be has rendered in quick 
ening the springs of religious life is 
not so widely appreciated. 


"What led to the writing of "Pro- 


gress and Poverty" is told by the au- 
thor as follows: 


'•When I first realized thesqualid mis- 


ery of a great city it appalled and tor- 
men'ed me and would not let me rest 
for thinking of what caused it and how 
it could be cured. 


"To find the cause and cure of this 


social disease of poverty Henry George 
re-wrote the science of Political Econo- 
my. 
Instead of the dismal and de- 


spairing science Political Economy 
hadbsBr.it bseame, under h>s treat- 
ment, 'radiant with hop-!' 


"In the beginning the author had in- 


tended to confine his discussion to Po- 
litical Economy. 
But the princip'ep 


which stood out in that discussion led 
him, inevitably, into another field of 
thought, and beginning with an in- 
quiry into the cause of poverty, he con- 
cluded with a decla-ation of faith in 
the immortality of the soul. 


'Out of this inquiry,' said he, 'has 


come to me simethiag I did not think 
to find and a faith that was dead re- 
vives. 


"Thousands of thoughtful and earn. 


est men have had the same experience 


to the happiness and development of: 
the human soul, as the goal of creation. 
If the soul dies then life is an in finite 
series of failures. This he cannot be- 
lieve. He insists that the laws must 
hold good all the way. No lens bas 
been discovered powerful enough to 
right the shores of that distant lifa, 
but it is the faith ot the philosopher, 
based upon upon a study of nature's 
laws, that in due time stars cf glory 
y,t unseen will be revealed to man. 


"Meanwhile ne adopt the faith 


which offers us the only rational expla- 
nation of the nniveise, namely, that 
this life is a Echool-housn for immortal 
souls." 


and took Paul's girdle and bound his 
own hands and feet with it, saying as 
he did so: 


"This is what the Holy Spirit says: 


'The man to whom this girdle be- 
longs will be bound like this at Jeru- 
salem by the Jews and they will hand 
him over to the heathen.' " 


When they heard that, they all kept 


entreating Paul not to go up to Jeru- 
salem. It was then Paul made the 
reply: 


"Why are you crying and breaking 


my heart like this? For my part, I 
am not only ready to go to prison but 
to suffer death at Jerusalem for the 
cause of Jesus, the Master." 


So, as he would not yield, they left 


off persuading him and said: 
"The 


Lord's will be done." 


At the end of the visit they packed 


up and started on their way up to 
Jerusalem. Some of the disciples from 
Caesarea went with them and con- 
ducted them to Hanson, a Cypriot 
disciple of long standing, with whom 
they were to stay. 


Oa their arrival at Jerusalem the 


brethren gave them a hearty welcome. 
The next day Paul went to have an 
interview with James, at which all the 
elders were present. Paul related in 
detail all that God had done gm-ng 
the heathen through his efforts, and 
they began praising God and said: 


"You see, brother, that tbe Jews 


who have become believers in Christ 
may be numbered by tens of thousands 
and they are all naturally earnest in 
upholding the Jewish law. Now they 
have heard it said about yon, that 
you teach all Jews in heathen countries 
to discard Moses, for yon tell them not 
to ci'cnmeise their children or even to 
observe Jewish customs 
Very well, 


then, as they are certain to hear of 
your arrival, do what we are going to 
suggest. We have four men here, who 
have of their own accord put them- 
selves under a vow. 
Make friends 


with them, join in their abstinence, 
and bear their expenses, so that they 
will be able to complete their vows by 
shaving their heads; and then every 
one will see that there is no truth in 
what they have been told about you, 
but that, on the contrary, you yourself 
rule your life in obedience to the Jew- 
ish law. As to the heathen who have 
become believers in Christ, we our- 
selves have sent our decision that they 
should avoid food offered to idols and 
blood and the flesh of strangled ani- 
mals and nnchastity."

There 
were no places green and fresh with 
hope. There was no troth which seem- 
ed to him beautiful; no cause which 
seemed to him holy; no sign that there 
was anywhere in the blind universe a 
God Who cared. 


"At last a copy of 'Progress and Pov- 


erty' fell into his hands. He bad heard 
that the book was dry reading. 
For 


him it read like a romance, because he 
went to it, not for entertainment, but 
with a consuming desire to find a solu- 
tion for the dark problem of poverty 
In tbe mind of the author he saw this 
blind universe reduced to order. He 
saw human wretchedness and wrong 
traced to their final causes, not in the 
mistakes of the Creator, but in the 
ignorance of the creature. He saw that 
creation was not a colossal blunder. 
His soul was stirred by the mighty 
thought of this book, which unfolded 
and revealed to him the possibility of 
a human society living in conformity 
with the laws of nature and rewarded 
for its obedience with abundance and 
peace. 


"Tbe faith that was dead revived. 


This book bed saved him from unbe- 
lief and pointed tbe way back to a 
larger and a happier and a more ra- 
tional faith than he had ever known. 


"When the young man had finished 


his story, Mr. Gjorge replied that the 
sweetest reward he could have was in 
such evidence that bis teachings bad 
inspired his fellows 
with a vital 


faith in God and a new hope for man. 
Then, putting his hand on the young 
man's arm, he added: 


" My work is done. I have searched 


and found law in its sovereign beauty, 
even where men said there was no 
law. If the soul dies there is a break 
in nature's laws 
That I cannot be- 


lieve. These laws must hold their sway 
even where we cannot see. We cannot 
tell where or how, but we have seen 
enough to establish our faith in tbe 
universality of the natural law, there, 
lore we must believe in the future life 
of the soul. 


"The meaning of ^Henry George may 


be made clear by the following illus- 
tration: A famous astronomer discov- 
ered a certain law governing heavenly 
bodies. According to this law, there 
should have been, at a given place in 
the heavens, a star. But men could 
see no star there and some argued 
from the absence of the star that tbe 
astronomer was in error. The astron- 
omer insisted that if men could not 
find the star it was the fault of their 
eye-sight and not the fault of this law. 


At last, a wonderful lens was in- 


vented, and behold, the star was found, 
where the astronomer had declared it 
ought to be. Yon see, the astronomer 
had traced the law part way. He knew 
it must hold good all the way. When 
others doubted, he saw that star. He 
saw it with the eye of faith, a faith 
that was based upon a knowledge of 
law.
